ALLOWANCE 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claim 1,10, and 15, Chen et al. discloses a method a plurality of NAM 
servers where in NAM is a mirror of the other (See col. 8, lines 27-26). One of the NAM 
servers can replaced the other NAM servers if one failed (See col. 8, lines 47-49). 

However, Chen et al. fails to particularly disclose a method of access data 
memory comprising, "writing data to a first memory location and to a second memory 
location in response to a request to write data to a memory address that corresponds to 
both locations, wherein the first and second memory locations are mirrored". 

As shown in the specification of the current invention that the first memory 
location and the second memory location are residing in one memory 26 rather than two 
or more NAM servers as disclosed by Chan et al. See page 19, lines 10-13 and Fig. 2, 
item 26. 

Although a memory 26 is old and well know in art at the time of the Applicant's 
invention, however, there is no motivation to modify the plurality of NAM servers to 
become one data memory 26 having mirrored memory locations which respond to a 
write command to write data to a first memory location and a second memory location 
having a memory address that corresponds to both locations. With the reason set forth, 
claims 1,10, and 1 5 are allowable over the prior art record. 
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All claims that are depending from claims 1,10, and 1 5 are also allowable for at 
least the same reason of claims 1,10, and 1 5.
